Lash Assembly 


In Gov't Crisis 


Anger Mounts as 
Third Candidate for 
Premier Rejected 


PARIS (UP>—1The National As­ 
sembly rejected Christian Pineau 
today as premier and was imme­ 
diately denounced in the French 
preas for pushing France “toward 
catastrophe.” 
A rising crescendo of editorial 
criticism called the members of 
the assembly 
“demolishers” and 
“absurd” and demanded reforms 
to end the condition tnat has left 
Frane* without a government for 
IS days. 
There even was doubt France 
could send an official representa­ 
tive to the SEATO conference in 
Bangkok which opens Wednesday 
and the Foreign Office caretakers 
met today to decide what to do 
French anger mounted and com­ 
municated itself to President Rene 
Coty whose third choice for pre­ 
mier since the downfall of Pierre 
Hendes - France was rejected by 
a humiliating. 312 to 268 vote 
Although the vote against Social­ 
ist Pineau came well after mid­ 
night Coty began calling the balky 
party leaders on the red carpet 
a I Elysee Palace and told them to 
pick the 
next 
candidate them­ 
selves. 
Considers Fourth Designate 
The leaders agreed to meet this 
morning and report back to Coty 
on the main lines of any program 
on which they could agree. 
Coty hoped to name his fourth 
premier-designate by early evening 
There was no immediate predic­ 
tion who that candidate might be 
but there was speculation >t might 
be a member of Mendes France s 
radical Socialists or another Inde­ 
pendent Edgar Faure. w ho served 
only a few days as foreign min 
ister in Mendes France's cabinet, 
was mentioned at a possibility. 
Paris newspapers were quick to 
lash the National Assembly for its 
failure to do anything about the 
government crisis that has seen 
France stand on the sidelines dur­ 
ing half a month of major world 
developments.

L’Aurore called the deputies “de- 
molishers” and suggested that they 
ask their constituents what they 
think of them now It said the dep­ 
uties had “overthrown” Mendcs- 
France. 
“torpedoed" 
Antoine 
Pinay, “eliminated with interest" 
Pierre Pflimlin and suggested they 
were ready to ‘ assassinate" any­ 
one who follows Pineau. 
Pineau lost when the right wins! 
parties in the assembly teamed up 
against him. The split deepened 
the crisis and sent the Socialists

air force announced it 
sank or damaged 20 more Commu­ 
nist ships today — many of them 
loaded with-troops— in a new battle 
off Taishan Island, 120 miles north 
of Formosa 
The air force said today’s attack 
acainst 
the 
Communist 
invasion 
buildup brought to 41 the number 
of Red vessels put out of action in 
a 24-hour period. The others were 
destroyed in an air-sea battle Fri­ 
day in the same area 
Military sources said the troop 
convoy was en route from the Com­ 
munist port of Foochow to Taishan 
where it was believed the Reds 
hoped to mount an invasion of ei­ 
ther Nanchi or Matsu islands, two 
of the main Nationalist outposts 
off the China coast. 
Nationalist planes bombed Com­ 
munist held Taishan throughout the 
night, sinking or heavily damaging 
an unidentified ship. 
Air and sea 
patrols set out at dawn for the 
troop convoy reported by National­ 
ist intelligence. 
The heavy Nationalist action em­ 
phasized belief in Taipei the Com­ 
munists were preparing major as­ 
saults against 
Nanchi, 
northern­ 
most outpost, and Matsu which is 
one of the two most important bas­ 
es 
The other is Quemoy 
The Taishan garrison strength 
was estimated at 600 men and the 
Communists have made frantic at­ 
tempts to strengthen it since the 
Nationalists evacuated the Tachens.

Animals Too 
May Have 
Dental Troubles 


If you have an animal that does­ 
n't seem to be doing very well this 
winter, it may have a toothache, 
says Dr. H. J. Hardenbrook of the 
College of Veterinary Medicine at 
the University of Illinois. 
Dental troubles in animals are 
not unusual, and they may seriously 
affect an animal’s growth or pro­ 
duction. 
Dr. Hardenbrook points 
out that if an animal can’t chew 
or shred its food properly the ef­ 
fect will be the same as if it isn’t 
getting enough to eat. 
In young animals the trouble 
may come from improper shedding 
of baby teeth. 
Older animals may 
injure a tooth by biting on a hard 
object, or they may have some 
irregularity in the shape of the 
jaw or irregularly worn teeth. 
Dental troubles in an animal may 
he indicated by frequent drooling, 
slow and deliberate chewing or 
sudden drawing back of the animal 
from cold water. 
A veterinarian can quickly check 
your animals for dental troubles, 
I)r. Hardenbrook says. 
Correction 
of dental troubles can mean better 
eating, better digestion and better 
health for the animals.
